For example, 


funds earmarked for housing in rural areas 


amount to $2.2 b illio n this year, four times 


the 1969 leve l; sewer and water programs 


are allocated $342 m illion this year, nearly 


tw ice the 1969 le v e l. Total funds devoted 


to rural development efforts by the Depart­ 


ment of Agriculture w ill mount to $3.5 b il­ 
lion this y e a r — four times the level in 196i 


and tw ice as much as in 1969. 


So what does this m ean? 
Just more Fed­ 


eral money being spent to keep politicians 


in o ffic e ? 
N ot on your last inflated dollar, is my 


opinion. 
We know the great exudus from 


rural areas to the cities has brou g ht on m il­ 


lions of problems. 
A move back to rural a- 


reas can help alle viate these problems of 
overcrowdness, traffic, crim e, pollution, 


e tc . 


How ever, the move to the country must 


be accom panied by jobs and decent places 


to liv e . 
Just to move hundreds of thou­ 


sands of people into the rural areas without 
hopes of jobs would be committing suicide 


by transferring a ll the city problems to the 


rural areas. 
But orderly development in the rural a- 


reas can be accomplished by increasing in ­ 


dustrial developm ent. 
And here the State 


and Federal governments can give much 


h elp . This can be given in good training 


programs, grants for sewer improvements 


and other projects needed to build cities. 


How ever, cities must be ready far de­ 


velopm ent. Take Hondo for example: 
have a U .S . A :r Force flight training pro­ 


gram scheduled to begin here in June 1973. 


And we are a long way from oeing able to 


provide the extra housing which w ill be 


needed to keep the people livin g in this a- 


rea . 
(Their impact on local economy w ill 


be p ractically nil if they live in San An­ 


to n io.) 
Perhaps our builders w ill rectify this 


problem before the time arrives, although 


many circumstances alw ays arise to pre­ 
vent the building from catching up with the 


need. 
lf the U . S . Bonded Padding C o . does 


build then we have an additional load 
placed on our already overloaded housing 


supply. 
W e 'll also be faced with the need 


of building a new and larger sewage treat­ 


ment fa c ility and expanding ow already 


overloaded ele ctrica l system. 
Y e t, we can overcome these problems if 


we set our minds to the task of doing so. Up 


in T u lia , Texas local leaders set out to 
combat decaying businesses, blighted hous- 
in g . 
A i a result of their efforts, the com ­ 


munity has 386 new low-cost homes and 


jobs and incomes are up because of the con­ 


struction w ork. 
Rural development is an idea whose time 


has co m e --mostly because increasing num-

Can the U . S. Bonded Pad­ 
ding Company be in produc­ 
tion by early I *73'.' 
"It's highly possible," 
says Louis Terraza of ^an 
Antonio, one of the principals 
Involved in getting the Hon­ 
do-based firm in operation. 
"W e 'il spend three days 
this week going over me­ 
chanical, electrical and 
structural engineering plans, 
Terrazi told the Anvil Her­ 
ald publisher in a Monday 
afternoon interview. 
"Then we submit them to 
the appropriate governmental 
agency foe review and we 
hope approval, he said. 
"Once they are submitted we 
expect to receive approval 
in four to six weeks if every­ 
thing goes according to 
plans,' he said, 
"Therefore, we hope to 


break ground sometime in 
late October, and if this can 
happen on schedile we 
could just possibly be in pro­ 
duction early in 1973," 
er- 
raza explained, 
Terraza was told that lo­ 
cal residents are extremely 
anxious for the plant to be­ 
gin operation because of the 
employment it w ill provide 
and the economical impact 
it w ill have a i the commu­ 


nity.

This was Hie description 
of RC&D given members of 
the Regional Steering Com ­ 
mittee last Thursday (August 
31) when they met in San 
Antonio to organize and be­ 
gin preparations far submit­ 
ting an application to Con­ 
gress for funding for the area 
program. 
Bob Hovel, Assistant State 
Conservationist from Tem ple, 
gave this description on 
RC&D which he says propos­ 
es a structure "that is a work­ 
able process to get things 
done. 
"Through this project," 
Hovel said, "we can tackle 
and solve such problems as 
road erosion; flood preven­ 
tion; water based m ultiple 
recreation projects; farm ir­ 
rigation, including pumping 
systems, gates, etc,; public 
water based fish and w ildlife 
projects dealing prim arily 
with benefits to habitation; 
land drainage, both surface 
and sub-surface; and soil and 
water related agricultural 
pollution," 
Hovel said these were 
hard care RC&D measures, 
but added "the scope cer­ 
tainly is not lim ited to these. 


The structure can be used to 
help in employment, hous­ 
ing, health services and ma­ 
ny other areas. There are 
really unlimited good that 
can be accomplished through 
RC&D," 
The State conservation 
representative said that the 
most important factor in the 
RC&D punning is that "its 
accomplishments w ill de­ 
pend upon the inflow com­ 
ing from the lay j>eople in 
each county, from local u- 
nits of government, organi­ 
zations, groups ar individu­ 


als." 
He added: "This local 
impetus and interest in doing 
good far each county and the 
IO -county region is what I 
mean when I say it is a ,o- 
cal project with federal help 
rather than a federal project 
wiHi local help," 


Statistics presented at the 
meeting showed: there are 
98 RC&D projects authorized 
by Congress in the nation, 
with only four of them auth­ 
orized in Texas; the State 
has eight applications among 
the 74 now awaiting authori­ 
zation by Congress; Texas 
has six areas preparing appli­ 
cations for submission, with 
Hie Alamo Area Council of 
Governments among this six.

One of the main features of the Presidential 
campaign is obvious^. ‘he issue 5f whether or not 
the United States it ?o rem ain a fir s t-rate m ili­ 
tary power. A wave of antim ilitarism that helped 
lead to McGovern’s nomination for The P re s i­ 
dency has raised 'he question throughout the 
world of the real long-term r eauniag of the Am­ 
erican withdrawal ft n - in 
fron the Medit­ 
erranean and fron other a ie a s. 
Senior Editor Arnaud de B crehgraveof News­ 
week magazine sun s up the reactions of the 
world’s political and m ilitary analysts to such 
an Am erican move in a .Newsweek feature en­ 
titled ‘ Europe: The Nev, Soviet Threat." He be­ 
gins his piece by say int 
“By now, everyone 
has heard about M Govern’ s soak-the-rich tax 
proposals and hi; j :an for ending the war in 
Vietnam. But far it wer people have paid any 
great attention to another radical plank in the 
McGovern pla’iorm - - his program to cut the 
U. S. in iii tar 
; re..en<.e iii Europe to the bone 
by pulling out half the Am erican troops station­ 
ed there. TM, 
is regrettable. F or, in rommon 
with some ct Europe s ir.os ’ perceptive political 
observers, I believe ’hat su h a utback, whn h 
would drastic a1! 
aliet A m en a ’s relationship 
with its formei a.lmc 
is fraught wrh terrible 
danger." 


Mr. de Borchgrave believes that the Soviet 
Union would unquestionably seek to fill the 
vacuum created by a U. S. withdrawal. This 
would end in either a new confrontation with 
Moscow or acceptance of W estern Europe as a 
Soviet 
satellite. 
W estern 
European leaders, 
reports Mr. de B orchgrave, cite statistics that 
“...argu e that it is all but impossible for Europe 
to provide an effective m ilitary deterrent to the 
Soviet Union and its allies.* Communist nations 
of Eastern Europe have 91 divisions in Europe, 
and the USSR maintains another 80 divisions in 
the westernm ost d istricts of the Soviet Union. 
By contrast, 
the NATO nations have only 24 
divisions - - four and a half of them Am erican. 
In the heat of the U. S. Presidential campaign, 
many Am ericans are likely to m iss the world­ 
wide implications of a reduction in the m ilitary 
stature of the United S a te s - 
especially lf 
antimilitary emotions over the war in Vietnam 
a re permitted to become a deciding factor. Past 
experience and cold logic Indicate that th efree- 
don of the W estern World and very likely peace 
itself hinge upon the response of the U. S. elec­ 
torate to the issue of the military posture that 
A m erica is to assum e in the future - - an issue 
that 
is

THE ECONOMIC PICTURE 


For the good of the coun­ 


try, I wish I saw more signs 
of ecoaom ic recovery at a 
rate that promised effective 
progress. I have been hearing 
and reading a loc of optim is­ 


tic statem ents, but I feel 
they get off the track . My 
two chief concerns are the 
cost of living and unem ploy­ 


m ent. 


The first of these affects 
everyone, and the G overn­ 
ment index show* an 18 per­ 
cent increase in the past four 
years. The recent increases 


have not been as great as 
those before the w age-price 
controls, but the total rise is 
greater than the com bination 
of the eight previous years. 
Corporate profits after taxes 
are down, too, and there con ­ 
tinues to be a lack of inves­ 
tor confidence that slows 
down our gross national pro­ 
duct. 


JOBS EVERYONE'S WORRY 


Unem ploym ent levels stay 
high. Some statisticians say 


m ore people are working, but 
they disregard the even great­ 


er number seeking jobs. Fur­ 
ther, the unem ployment « a - 
tistics disregard those who 
have abandoned hope of find­ 


ing jobs. 
But unem ploym ent is not 
just a problem in the house­ 


hold where a man or woman, 


willing to work, cannot get 
a job. It affects everyone of 
us who must pay more money 
for w elfare. It means fewer 


shoppers in our stares, and 
the record shows that some 
em ployers have cut back on 


their work force because 
their business wa* down. 
I am not offering this as 
p olitical discussion; 
I b e­ 
lieve there is a challenge to 
others th ai politicians and 
Presidents or would-be Presi­ 
dents. The problems are big 


enough for all of us, 
WISE USE OF FUNDS 


It is a tim e for the C on­ 
gress to scrutinize proposed 
spending carefu lly. The es­ 
sential standards were met 
last week, I b elieve, when 
we com pleted action on leg­ 
islation to establish a new 
m ilitary academ y in our na­ 
tion . A* is w ell-known, we 
have service academ ies to 
train officer* for the Army, 


Navy, Air Force, Coast 
Guard and M erchant M arine, 
but now a new and special­ 


ized one is planned, 
This will In tim e train 
doctors for the Armed Serv­ 
ices, just as we now deve­ 


lop corps of m ilitary co m ­ 
m anders. Over the years, 
meet of the m edical care for 


our m ilitary personnel has 
been provided by young men 


and women drafted into m ili­ 


tary service and assigned to 
m edical specialties in which 


they had already been edu­ 
cated . Now, if a ll goes as 
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planned, we are approaching 
the end of the m ilitary draft, 
and one of the effects would 
be shortages in m edically 
trained personnel. 


This will in tim e train 
doctors for the Armed Serv­ 


ices, just as we now develop 
corps of m ilitary com m and­ 
ers. Over the years, moi* 
of the m edical care for our 
m ilitary personnel has been 
provided by young men and 
women drafted into military 
service and assigned to m ed­ 
ic a l specialties in which 
they had already been edu­ 
ca te d .
